Burned — Farm H a n d 
Wounded During Attack 


Nashville, Ind.—C/P)—Paul Brown, 


2S, was sought by police today for 
the slaying of his 
parents and the 


burning of their bodies in the family 
home four miles 
northeast of here 


yesterday. 


Officers believed that, unbalanced

Washington — C/P) —A surprised 


house committee found its investiga- 
tion of Communist activities halted 
today after Secretary Stimson's re- 
fusal to let a state department offi- 
cial testify at a public session. 


"Contrary to public interest" was 


the meat of the objection relayed to 
the committee by A. Dana Hodgdon, 
chief of the department's visa office, 
when he was called to the witness 
stand. He was willing to go on in 
secret session but the committee re- 
fused and asked its chairman, Repre- 
sentative Fish, Republican, New 
York, to ask Stimson to indicate 
what in particular he objected to 
having presented publicly. 


In an earlier executive session the 


committee had obtained data on the 
operation of the ^isa system from a 
former official of the 
office. 
It 


sought 
amplification of this from 


Hodgdon. 


Just before Hodgdon was called, 


the investigators had heard Boris 
E. Skvirsky of the Soviet informa- 
tion office here, assert that Russian 
monarchists "are permitted 
easy 


entry (into the United States) for 
some reason," and are carrying on 
anti-Soviet propaganda activities 


By contrast, he asserted, his gov-

tion at the movie "All Quiet on the 
Western Front" exploded again to- 
day in one of the bitterest sessions 
the Prussian diet has had in years.

CENTRAL EMPLOYMENT 


AGENCY 


A great deal can be done toward en- 


abling men now out of work to sustain 
themselves during the winter by adopt- 
ing the suggestion of Mayor Goodland 
and other citizens for a central agency 
to bring men and jobs together. While 
there is slack employment in mills and 
factories, yet there are a large number 
of persons who have temporary odd 
jobs around their homes which can be 
given to men out of work and with 
iamilies to support. 


The problem is to create and consol- 


idate these odd jobs and to pro-rate 
them among those needing work with 
the least confusion and duplication. 
To accomplish this effectively the first 
step should be to consolidate all the 
agencies now operating here under one 
head, preferably in the city hall where 
an employment bureau might well be- 
come a city function during this period 
of slack business. 


Mayor Goodland has taken a step in 


this direction by approving a central 
agency and appointing a committee of 
aldermen to bring in a recommendation 
for a plan. This committee should 
function promptly so that employment 
can be given as quickly as possible. It 
will take some little time to work out 
a plan for locating jobs, registering un- 
employed and taking care of the other 
details that a worth-while movement of 
this nature will involve. 


Cooperation of the chamber of com- 


merce, luncheon clubs and other civic 
organizations is vitally important to 
make a plan of this kind function prop- 
erly. It will be necessary not only to 
register the jobless but also to deter- 
mine where work can be obtained and 
to so parcel out the jobs that the un- 
employed will be- treated faiily and 
_tha_t those offering work will be satis- 
fied with the- men sent to them. 


The committee of aldermen appoint- 


ed by the mayor might well consider 
the feasibility of naming a committee 
of citizens to Avork with them in map- 
ping put a program for Appletoti. A 
great deal can be done-toward provid- 
ing employment of a temporary natiue 
-until business gets back on an even 
kdfel if the problem is properly handled. 
With a carefully worked out plan, 
backed by proper cooperation and pub- 
licity, dozens of men out of jobs but 
willing and eager to work, can be 
helped to sustain themselves? 


THE RUSSIAN TRIAL 


There is something more than fishy 


about the trial at Moscow which the 
Soviet government saAV fit to broad- 
cast to its own people as well as the 
rest of the world. The whole thing is 
too much like a fairy tale, too good to 
be true. Were it the first instance of 
the kind in Soviet history it might be 
passed but in reality it is the third. 


Back in 1923 one Brunovsky was 


brought to trial, convicted and sen- 
tenced to death upon the charge of con- 
spiring with Great Britain, Norway, 
Sweden and Holland to the detriment 
of the Russian land. His sentence was 
commuted and he was afterwards per- 
mitted to escape from prison, left Rus- 
sia and wrote a book upon his experi- 
ences. He claimed that he was asked 
to sign a confession similar to those 
given in the recent trial, implicating 
the governments named, and was as- 
sured that "as for your condemnation 
at the trial, you have no cause for 
anxiety, for we will make it possible 
for you to live anywhere you like un- 
der an assumed name." 


Again in 1928 at the so-called Schak- 


ta trial defendants were induced by 
promise of secret immunity to charge 
in their confessions that Great Britain 
and France plotted to overthrow the 
Soviet regime. Here again the proce- 
dure was identical with the recent case 
and although eleven were sentenced to 
death none was convicted, and they 
either were released from jail pur- 
poseh or the Russian jails ha\e paper 
doors, for refugees fiom Russia have 
claimed to have seen these same de-

fendants masquerading under other 
names. 


The nations' chalgec! in the recent 


legations, assuming the position that 
the Soviet government may feed its 
people anything it likes even if its 
scheme is so obvious as the one that 
commutes death sentences for treason 
and executes laborers on the same day 
for alleged food hoarding. Winston 
Churchill, who is no longer directly 
connected with the British govern- 
ment, with the slashing language of 
which he 15, master sd describes the 
Russian state: 


"It is unnatural. It is a monster 


that has been born into our modern 
world. A cold reptilian blood flows in 
its veins. It possesses the science of 
civilization without its mercy, the fa- 
naticism of religion without its Gdd, 
the exploitation of human passions and 
appetites without any ideal bev-ond 
their gratification—and, thzt^is not 
achieved. All in turn have sought to 
clasp the clammy hand.-- All in turn' 
have recoiled injured; infected or at 
least defiled by its chill, poisonous 
sweat. But there are plenty of simple- 
tons left to be srulled or bribed." 


NOT A FEDERAL JOB 


President Hoover hit the nail square- 


ly where nails are supposed to be hit 
when he remarked that the suppression 
of racketeering and the war on gang- 
sterism generally, are jobs for states 
and cities to handle and not for the 
federal government. 


His statement was made timely by 


the fact that in Chicago, during the 
last few months, the federal district 
attorney has proceeded with a good 
deal of success against gangsters who 
failed to pay the proper amount of in- 
come tax. Gentlemen whom Chicago 
has been utterly unable even to both- 
er slightly are now awaiting transpor- 
tation to prison; and because of this 
the idea spread that the federal gov- 
ernment could handle the whole gang 
mess better than the local authorities 
could hope to. 


President Hoover's prompt and vig- 


orous statement will restore a little 
sanity. After all, what is the big prob- 
lem in any gang-infested city? Isn't 
it the fact that an organization of high- 
binders is able to commit all the crimes 
on the calendar with utter impunity, 
unhampered by the police no matter 
how bold and insolent they become? 
Is that the sort of situation that can 
be corrected by having the govern- 
ment at Washington step in and ask 
the chief crooks if perchance"tney "did 
not lie a little when they made out 
their income tax returns? 


Take, for an example, Jack Guzik, 


one of Capone's bright and 
shining 


lights. 
Guzik has been sentenced to 


the penitentiary because he did not 
pay the proper taxes on a three-year 
income of more than a million dollars. 
Now the startling and horrifying 
thing in this case is not that this Gu- 
zik cheated the government out of its 
taxes; it is the fact that he was able 
to ge.t a» income like that through il- 
legal means. Prosecuting him for fail- 
ing to pay his taxes does no good at all 
if the door is still left open for him, 
and men like EiirT, to continue to earn 
such incomes by breaking the law. 


"What we need," says the president, 


"is a more widespread public awaken- 
ing to the failure of some local gov- 
ernments to protect their citizens from 
murder, racketeering, corruption and 
other crimes." That is precisely it. 
Let us hope that the remark is taken to 
heart. 


WITCHCRAFT IN NEW YORK 
A year or so ago, 
when tales of 


witchcraft in a rural district of Penn- 
sylvania came out into the open in con- 
nection with a murder case, certain 
New York writers 
professed to be 


deeply shocked and horrified. They 
pointed out that such weird supersti- 
tions linger in rural communities, and 
intimated that it is only in the great 
cities that civilization really comes to 
ilovver. 


Now might be a good time for these 


criti.cs to do some more articles on the 
same 
general theme; for 
press 


dispatches from New York-reveal that 
thousands upon thousands of New 
York's citizens are devout believers in 
witchcraft and black magic. A report 
issued by a health survey remarks that 
"witchcraft workers an.d evil-eye heal- 
ers are still flourishing and exploiting 
the ignorant and superstitious, partic- 
ularly the foreign-born in New York 
City." 


Ignorance, apparently, can be. found 


in the city as well as in the country. 
Our New York writers can find, within 
a few blocks of their olficci. conditions 
quite as shocking as-those in Pcnnsyl- 
\ania which horrified them iccently.

BEETHOVEN'S BIRTH 


On Dec. 1G, 1770, Ludwig Van. Beethoven, a 


German, composer, called the "unsurpassed mas- 
ter of instrumental music," was born in, Bonn, 
Prussia? the son of a church singer. 


In- his fourth year he was compelled by a 


father whose desiie was to exhibit his son as a 
musical prQiJigj-, to practice daily on the harpsi- 
chord. When. 11, Beethoven appeared in Holland 
as a piano virtuso and then went to Vienna to 
study with Mozart. 


There he was leceived in the best of society, 


had excellent patrons and made rapid progress 
in the study of musical form under Mozart and 
Haydn. By the lime he was 30 he had written 
20 sonatas, numerous trios and quartets and his 
first and second symphonies. About this time he 
was troubled with a defect in hearing, cau&ing 
his subsequent compositions to be tinged with a 
passionate melancholy, 


"In the symphony," as one critic wrote, "mu- 


sic finds' Its highest intellectual dignity; in 
Beethoven, the symphony found its loftiest mas- 
ter."

He gets a p-'L 
Does one cough? 


He gets a spoonful. Does one £ay 
he is tired? He gets a hot bath and 
a powder at once and is put to bed. 


Instead of teaching illness we 


must teach health. Instead of tell- 
ing a child how sick he is, feeling 
his pulse and taking his temperature 
every day, sighing 
and 
shaking 


heads, we have to tell him he's quite 
all right, give him his ni'jals on 
time and turn him out to play as a 
healthy child should play. 
When 


he is ill he will not need to be told 
it. Neither will his mother. In the 
meantime teach him to be heathy. 


Do not allow ill health to be the 


topic of conversation. Never allow 
anyone to describe symptoms of ill- 
ness, operations, sufferings of any 
sort before the children. Listening 
is bad for anybody, but it is espec- 
ially bad for little children who are 
highly suggestible. I have known 
a boy of seventeen to have every 
symptom of appendicitis but 
the 


temperature because he had heard 
a "vivid description of a severe case. 
Talk health before children. Praise 
health. Do all you can. to achieve it. 


When a child shows unmistakable 


signs of illness stop feeding him, 
put him to bed in a quiet room, 
speak cheerfully to 
him, and call 


the family physician. Do not em- 
phasize the illness but work toward 
health by every means in your pow- 
er. Sometimes an illness is handled 
in such a way as to give the patient 
an idea that his illness is a triumph' 
ant achievement. Illness confers a 
certain distinction upon the patient 
if we are not guarded in our atti- 
tudes- and our words. 


Once an illness is-over, accent the 


convalescence. Lose no time in be- 
ing ill. Children recover very fast 
if we allow them to do so. Our 
tendency is to prolong their weak- 
ness b. petting and coddling long 
past its necessary duration. 


Illnesses come. But they do not 


stay. 
They need not be admired 


and welcomed and bade to spend the 
rest of the season. They are to be 
shunned, to be gotten rid of just as 
soon as possible. Health is the word. 
Give children no medicine unless the 
family physician has-ordered it. If 
he is the right kind of physician 
for little children his medicine _will 
be reduced to the minimum and he 
W'll talk about rest and fresh air and 
diet ard health habits,and sunshine 
and such healthy thoughts as bring 
vitality to the child's body. A well 
planned routine, a healthy outlook 
on life, a devotion of health, is the 
best way to prevent illness. Medi- 
cine is only an emergency measure.-

SOUGHT IN STATE 


Negligence 
Often 
Causes 


Serious Accidents, Com- 
mission Says 


Madison — The State 
Highway 


commission, in a statement issued 
today, pleaded for cooperation In 
the maintenance of red lanterns and 
other lights placed at 
barricades 


across highways, .as a warning to 
the public of the presence of the 
barricade. 


"Barricades erected in the high- 


way because OF construction opera- 
^lons 
v> lam uiaKe it necessary to 


tear 
up the roadway 
sometimes 


cause serious accidents" 
says the 


statement. 
'The ordinary method 


of warning drivers of the presence 
of these barricades at night is by 
means of red lanterns placed along 
the roadside. This protection is re- 
quired by state laws, municipal ordi- 
nances, and the specifications for all 
state and county road contracts. 


"These red lanterns should be suf- 


ficient protection for the careful driv- 
er.-^ETnfortunately, however, it is al- 
most impossible to keep these lan- 
terns in place and lit. The trouble 
is not because of the imperfection 
of the lantern or the neglect" of the 
people whoso duty it is to fill the 
lanterns with oil, light the lanterns 
and leave them placed in proper 
positions. It is not because of other 
insufficiency in the method of pro- 
tection. The great trouble is that 
these lanterns are stolen just about 
as fast as they can be set up. A 
lantern in the road seems to be an 
irrestible atti action to the passerby, 
and it is rare that a night passes 
on any barricade when at least one, 
aud sometimes more than one of the 
lanterns«put tnere for protection are 
not stolen 
On one recent small op 


eration in the northeastern part of 
the state, thirty-seven lanterns were 
bought for the protection of the 
job, and every one uas stolen by 
the time the job was completed. It 
seems untortunatc that certain per- 
sons cannot resist steaing an article 
of such slight value as a lantern, 
especially when stealing the lantern 
may be the cause of the serious in- 
jury or death of innocent people.

As the stellar witness in a sen- 
sational and far-reaching Investiga^ 
tion into the frame-up and shake- 
down activities of police and judi- 
ciary, the very mention of "Ms name 
sends tremors through the corrupt 
spots of officialdom. 


It is an astounding 
story 
that 


Acuna,knows, and that he wants to 
put before the Appelate Division In- 
quiry into New Tork's lower courts. 
The rancor of his own 
imprison- 


ment explains to some extent his 
turning to state's witness, but he 
says he want's to make some be- 
lated restitution to the 
women, 


many of them of blameless conduct, 
upon whom the vice ring preyed. 


Already a former acting assistant 


district attorney has confessed that 
he had "business relations" with 21 
lawyers, several bondsmen and vari- 
ous detectives of the police depart- 
ment vice squad who paid him for 
aid in the discharge of cases in Wo- 
men's court Involving vice and im- 
morality. He said he made $20,000 
for himself, and the ring in which 
he operated is estimated 
to have

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WANTS STATE LAW 
PROVIDING BESERVE 
FOR UNEMPLOYMENT 


Legislative Action Is Sought 


by Prof. Harold M. Groves 
of U. W. 


Milwaukee—UP)— Legislative ac- 


tion -will be sought by Prof. Harold 
M. Groves, University of "Wisconsin 
economist and assemblyman-elect, for 
a law requiring' industrial unemploy- 
ment reserves, he said in a radio ad- 
dress here last night. He v?as speak- 
ing over "WTMJ on one of the pro- 
grams on unemployment put on by 
the Wisconsia League of Women 
Voters. 


Prof. Groves said he proposes to 
'nave each industry lay aside a small 
percentage of ts payroU ea"h yeek 
as a reserve for 
unemployment. 


These ,-eserves vrouH be deposited 
•with a goversrx-em; board and invest- 
ed in ftrst-class securities, he says, 
and would be Vased on the proposi- 
tion that unemployment is one of the 
overhead costs of doing business, and 
each establishment would be expect- 
ed to pay its own costs and to 
found sufficient iesei~ves to do so. 


'Unerotioymcnt should be backed 


by sucli a fund, Prof. Groves assert- 
ed in condemn r;g the practice of 
building -livid ard reserves -vithout 
establishing a .-orrespcnding labor 
reserve. 


"Industry has expected the con- 


sumer to pay Tyices which cover fi- 
nancial reserves set as'tle for aH 
sorts o! industrial hazards and delay- 
ed costs," he f3-d. The-e are reserves 
for depreciation, for depletion, for 
obsolescence, for taxes, and for divi- 
dends. It is not fair tj assume that 
no industry is paying- its own way 
until it takes rare of its reserve la- 
1 or also' "Why njt som*1 reserves for 
the unemployed similar to those pro- 
vided fo,- the stockholders?" 


Professor Groves said the legisla- 


ture, which convenes next month, 
must take act;on to relieve the pres- 
ent problem of wnemploj ment. 


"But the nsxt egisla'uie will be a 


sad diappointtnc-nt if jt stops at im- 
mediate unemployment relief," 
he 


commented. ' The psychology of the 
people is ripe for more fundamental 
action—something whn,h would put 


us in a state or preparedness for the 
next wave of this menace. 


Blames Two Factors 


Prof. Groves s-^t the unemployment 


pro£\.eoi 10 IT\O factors, one, me .in- 
stability of industry, and the other, 
chronic unemployment. As a remedy 
for the first, he suggested shorter 
hours, shorter work life, and higher 
•wages. 


Coming back to his unemployment 


reserve plan, Prof. Groves said it de- 
serves the support of business men, 
farmers and merchants, and the la- 
bor man. 


"Every socially-minded business 


man should support a plan for unem- 
ployment.reserves," he said. "He will 
recognize that unemployment is real- 
ly an overhead cost of doing busi- 
ness; that fair competition assumes 
that all businesses shall carry their 
own overhead costs.

thinning under any conditions, the 
entomogolist reports. 


The black spruce which supply 


most of the Christmas trees are espe- 
cially likely to be burned by forest 


growth. One forest fire will destroy 
iriore trees in a day or two than will 
be used by the entire state at Christ- 
mas time, Mr. Chambers estimates. 
This particular tree has no great 


timber value, although it Is used for 
pulpvrood. 


There are no restrictions on ship- 


ments of Christmas trees anywhere 
in the state providing the roots are 
cut off. Shipment of living trees 
must be inspected as in cases of 
nursery stock, the entomologist ex- 
plains. Because of a federal quaran- 
time on blister rust, no white pine 
trees can be shipped out of Wiscon- 
sin.

Christmas is the balsam fir

cause it will retain its needles for 
three weeks. Black spruce trees, Mr.

Commitments in Govern- 
ment, Other Financing

Beginning Monday and continuing 
for the nest two weeks, the do- 
mestic money market will be called 
upon to cover the largest commit- 
ments in government and corpora- 
tion finance for any similar period 
this year. 
These include the turnover in con- 


nection -with the refunding of treas- 
ury notes Monday, payment of the 
last Installment of 1930 income tax- 
esi the disbursement of Dec. -15 in- 
terest and dividend checks, 
the 


•withdrawal of the usual Christmas 
currency from the banks and the col- 
lection from corporations of funds 
that will be distributed to owners 
of stocks and bonds on Jan. 2. 


The total amount 
involved in 


these transactions is estimated at 
over 52,000,000,000. The shifting of 
funds and the temporary withdraw- 
al of a portion of them from the 
market is likely to strenghten rates 
for call money, though the supply of 
it is so great that not much change 
in the daily Quotation will occur. 
Under normal conditions, this period 
of the year is one -when call rates 
are subject to sharp but temorary 
changes with rates inclining to a 
higher average, until funds that 
have been taken from the banks 
are returned to them in the first or 
second week of January.

character, including the retirement 
of $585,000,000 of treasury notes be- 
tween now and Wednesday, and the 
collection of Dec. 15 income tax pay-

There are a large number of cor- 
porations, Including several of the 
Standard Oil companies, whose quar- 
terly dividends fall due today and 
^represent considerable amount in 
dollars, 
la spite of the large number of 


corporations that have either reduc- 
ed or. passed dividends that ordinar- 
ily -would be paid the first of nest 
year, the total disbursements 
to 


stockholders and 
bondholders on 
Jan. 2 will be larger than, in any 
previous period. It 
is estimated 


that the aggregate of dividend pay- 
ments this year is running about 


/10 per cent over 1929. There have 
only been a few defaults in the pay- 
ment of bond interest. 


Bankers believe that, in spite of 


the depression, there •will again be 
a heavy call for currency in the nest 
ten. days for use during the Christ- 
mas season. The normal amount of 
this runs into high figures. There 
are also likely to be quite heavy 
transfers of currency to the interior.

^months inasmuch, as th shrinkage in 
stock values since the last federal 
^reserve report has been heavy.
